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Didsbury hospital 
transfer this week

been part of Health Region 
No. 5 before the number of 
health regions was reduced 
from 17 to nine in April. 

Gary Mar, Minister of 
Health and Wellness, an¬ 
nounced the Didsbury trans¬ 
fer to the Calgary Health Re¬ 
gion on Oct. 7. 

There are currently five 
physicians working out of the 
Didsbury hospital. 

Didsbury physician Dr. 
Mark Putts said Friday, “I 
think it is a positive move. 
When it comes to different 
services like surgery, Calgary 
is short of room and short of 
time and it is a very pro-ac¬ 
tive type of health board. You 
look at what’s happening in 
Strathmore and High River 
(which joined CHR in ApriJU**. 
Those hospitals are definitely 
being utilized better than 
what they were.” 

Negotiations with the 
Didsbury doctors are 
underway to affect the trans¬ 
fer of physician services, said 
Anderson. 

Roy Brassard, a promi¬ 
nent Didsbury resident and 
former MLA who helped 
spearhead the move, said 
Friday, “I’m certainly hop¬ 
ing for the best. I think it is 
a good move for everybody. 
I believe we can be of serv¬ 
ice to the population be¬ 
tween here and Calgary and 
I think we have revitalized 
our hospital at the same 
time.” 

The cost of the transfer 
has not been calculated and 
will not be known for some 
time, said McFadden. There 
are more than 20,000 em¬ 
ployees and 2,000 physi¬ 
cians working in the CHR. 


The transfer of health 
services in the Didsbury 
area from the Red Deer- 
based David Thompson 
Health Region to the Cal¬ 
gary Health Region is pro¬ 
gressing smoothly and on 
time, say officials. 

Hospitals in Sundre and 
Olds are not expected to be 
impacted by the change. 

The December 1 transfer 
will not unduly affect staffing 
levels at the 15 acute-care bed 
Didsbury Health Centre, say 
officials. 

“We’re working together to 
make sure there is a smooth 
transition and that there is 
not a disruption of service,” 
said Lori Anderson, senior 
executive leader with CHR. 

The transfer appears to be 
on track, said Elaine 
McFadden, David Thompson 
Health Region spokesperson. 

“Plans are underway and 
the transition appears to be 
going according to plan,” said 
McFadden. 

The transfer was prompted 
by public petitions circulated 
in the Didsbury area starting 
last spring. The petitions, in 
turn, prompted municipal 
councils in Didsbury, Car- 
stairs, Cremona and Moun¬ 
tain View County to call for 
the transfer. 

The Carstairs motion read: 
“The needs of the community 
will be better served by the 
Calgary Region as the prox¬ 
imity to Calgary is closer than 
Red Deer and that the major¬ 
ity of citizens in the district 
consult with physicians from 
Calgary.”

Man beat teen 

A 21-year-old Didsbury man 
who punched and kicked a 14- 
year-old boy during a drunken 
incident last summer has been 
jailed. 

Jamie Norman Andres 
pleaded guilty on Nov. 26 to a 
charge of assault causing bod¬ 
ily harm. 

Andres head butted, kicked 
and punched the victim on Aug. 
11 at about 12:45 a.m. follow¬ 
ing an argument, court heard. 

The victim, who cannot be 
named, was taken to Didsbury 
hospital with minor facial and 
head injuries. 

“Mr. Andres took it upon 
himself to pummel the victim. 
It’s a crime of violence and the 
Crown takes it very seriously,” 
said prosecutor Norm Kelly. 

Andres said alcohol was a 
factor in the assault. 

Judge Maloney said the vic¬ 
tim’s young age was a severe 
aggravating factor in the case. 

“That’s particularly seri¬ 
ous,” said Maloney. 

The judge sentenced Andres 
to 45 days in jail. 

Andres is already serving an 
18 month jail sentence after 
being convicted last month of 
arson. 

The latest sentence will run 
consecutively with the earlier 
sentence, the judge ruled. 

Man approached girl 

A 29-year-old man who made 
an inappropriate sexual sugges¬ 
tion to an child in an area park 
last summer has been ordered 
to complete community service 
hours. 

The accused was sentenced 
before Judge Frank Maloney on 
Nov. 26. He pleaded guilty to a 
charge of invite sexual touch¬ 
ing from a person under 14 
years of age on October 8. 

A publication ban protects 
the victim’s identity. 

The accused approached the 
12-year-old female victim out¬ 
side a public washroom in a 
town in Mountain View 
County on July 26, court heard. 

After asking the girl if she 
knew how to babysit and if she 
knew how to change diapers, 
the man pulled down his pants 
revealing that he was wearing 
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old Didsbury man beat 14-year-old boy 


an adult diaper. He then 
asked the girl if she would 
change his diaper. The victim 
ran from the scene and police 
were called. The accused was 
arrested without incident some 
time later. 

“He made a serious criminal 
breech involving children,” 
said prosecutor Norm Kelly. 

“I accept your guilty plea to 
this very troubling offence,” 
said Maloney. 

“One can only imagine the 
effect on the young girl in¬ 
volved.” 

The judge handed Sheldon 
Thomas Sagert, 29, a two year 
suspended sentence, including 
a provision for treatment and 
counselling, a strict curfew, and 
an order to complete 100 hours 
of community service. 

Man slapped child 

A man who slapped a seven- 
year-old child and then threw 
her across a hallway during a 
drunken incident in Didsbury 
last August will be sentenced 
next month. 

Gordon Kenneth Lausen 
pleaded guilty on Nov. 24 to a 
charge of assault, and two 
charges of failing to appear in 
court. 

Lausen climbed into a win¬ 
dow at the residence early on 
the morning of Aug. 2, prosecu¬ 
tor Danny Elliott told the 
court. 

Once inside, the accused was 
confronted by the baby-sitter 
and the child victim. Following 
a verbal confrontation, the ac¬ 
cused picked up the victim, 
threw her across a hallway and 
slapped her, said Elliott. 

“I invite you to imagine how 


scared the baby-sitter was,” 
said Elliott. 

Eventually police were 
called and Lausen was ar¬ 
rested. 

Duty counsel lawyer Brian 
Forested told Judge Gilbert the 
accused was a resident of the 
home and knew the child for 
years. 

Lausen failed to show up for 
two subsequent court appear¬ 
ances. 

Judge Gilbert said, “Any as¬ 
sault against a child is serious.” 

The judge ordered a pre-sen¬ 
tence report prepared prior to 
sentencing next month. 

Man threatened to shoot 
woman 

A man who threatened to 
shoot a woman last March has 
been handed a suspended sen¬ 
tence. 

Sheldon Wade Smith pleaded 
guilty on Nov. 24 to a charge 
of uttering a threat to cause 
death. 

Smith threatened March 12 
to “put a bullet through (the 
woman’s) head”, court heard. 

Judge Gilbert handed Smith 
a one year suspended sentence, 
including an order that he have 
no contact with the victim. 

If he fails to remain in good 
standing with the court, Smith 
can be brought back before 
Judge Gilbert for further dis¬ 
position. 

Drunk driver fined 

A woman stopped by police 
after she was spotted driving 
the wrong way down an Olds 
street has been convicted of 
drunk driving. 

Trudy Lynn Coates pleaded 


guilty on Nov. 24 to a charge 
of driving with a blood alcohol 
level greater than 80 mg per 
cent. 

Coates was stopped at about 
midnight on Oct. 31, and her 
blood alcohol level was deter¬ 
mined to be 120 mg per cent. 

“I would like to apologize to 
the court. I’m thankful that I 
didn’t hurt anyone,” said 
Coates. 

“So are we,” replied Judge 
W. Gilbert. 

The judge fined the woman 
$650 and prohibited her from 
driving for one year. 


Drunk driver refused to 
exit vehicle 

A drunk driver who refused 
to get out of his car after being 
stopped by police on Hwy 2 has 
been fined. 

Jong Tak Kang, 37, pleaded 
guilty on Nov. 24 to a charge 
of impaired driving. 

Kang was stopped by police 
near Bowden after officers re¬ 
ceived several citizen com¬ 
plaints that someone was driv¬ 
ing erratically on the highway, 
court heard.

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NIP Thompson confident merger will go ahead

Wild Rose MP and Sundre 
resident Myron Thompson says 
he’s confident the new Con¬ 
servative Party of Canada will 
be approved by Canadian Alli¬ 
ance and Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive members. 

“It looks like everything is 
a go," said Thompson. “It looks 
like it is going to pass, at least 
it appears that way. I don’t be¬ 
lieve there will be any problems 
with the Alliance (vote), but 
there might be some problems 
with the Conservatives, but 
we’ll see how that goes. 

“I think it has to be ratified. 
I don’t think there is any point 
in denying that the splitting of 
the vote has to end. If this will 
do it, then let’s get with it.” 


Fifty per cent of Alliance 
members and two-thirds of Pro¬ 
gressive Conservative members 
must approve the proposed new 
party for it to be ratified. 
Should the party be ratified, a 
leadership race will be held, 
with the new leader in place in 
March. 

Proposed in October, the new 
party has been proposed as a 
way to end a decade of Liberal 
rule. 

The Wild Rose riding, held 
by Thompson since 1993, in¬ 
cludes Sundre, Olds, Didsbury, 
Airdrie and Cochrane. 

Thompson has already sent 
in his mail-in ballot. He voted 
for the merger. 

Alliance leader Stephen 
Harper and PC leader Peter 
MacKay are both pushing for 
the merger. Neither man has 


announced plans to run for the 
leadership. 

Soon after the proposed 
party was announced, 
Thompson said, “Canadians 
want this to happen and we are 
confident that the memberships 
of both parties will give their 
full enforcement to this new 
conservative partnership, and 
end a decade of Liberal waste 
and corruption.” 

Both Thompson and his PC 
rival in the 2000 federal elec¬ 
tion, Truper McBride, has al¬ 
ready announced that they will 
see the new party nomination 
in Wild Rose. On Thursday, 
Thompson said people in Wild 
Rose have been telling him they 
support the merger. 

“They are giving mixed feel¬ 
ings, but the majority appears 
to be quite supportive,” he said. 


Asked who he believes would 
be the best leader for the new 
party, Thompson said, “I don’t 
have a thing to say about that. 
It doesn’t look like there’s go¬ 
ing to be anybody running ex¬ 
cept Harper and MacKay. I sup¬ 
pose there might be somebody 
waiting for the results first, but 
I don’t know who that might 
be.” 

Asked if he believes Stephen 
Harper would be a better leader 
than Peter MacKay, Thompson 
replied, “Oh yes. I think he 
would have a little more going 
for him. Peter MacKay has a lit¬ 
tle problem with people (in PCs), 
so I think he would have diffi¬ 
culty making the leader.” Could 
the new party form a majority 
government in 2004? 

“Sure, anything is possible. 
It’s going to be difficult to over¬ 


whelm the (Paul) Martin mania 
going on. The possibility is there. 
And of course there’s the possi¬ 
bility of a minority government 
(for the Liberals) in there as 
well.” 

Paul Martin is the newly- 
elected leader of the Liberal 
Party. He becomes Prime Min¬ 
ister on Dec. 12 with the retire¬ 
ment of Jean Chretien. 

Thompson says he will be 
touring several Ontario ridings 
over the next two weeks to pro¬ 
mote the yes side in the merger 
campaign. 

The PC and Alliance will each 
appoint members to a Leader¬ 
ship Election Organizing Com¬ 
mittee no later than Dec. 15. 

The next federal election, the 
first since 2000, is widely ex¬ 
pected to be held in the spring 
of 2004. 


County petition 
questioned

Mountain View County 
(MVC) Councillor Charlie 
Van Arnam openly ques¬ 
tioned the validity of a 
Mountain View Taxpayers 
Association (MVTA) petition 
currently circulating this 
county. 

The petition is asking for 
support from Mountain 
View County residents to 
force a plebiscite asking for 
a new bylaw prohibiting 
MVC from beginning con¬ 
struction on any new ad¬ 
ministration building before 
the next election. 

The petition began circu¬ 
lation at two public meet¬ 
ings hosted by MVTA, Nov. 
12 and 13. 

MVTA intends to collect 
more than 1,200 signatures 
and present the petition to 
MVC at the beginning of 
January, 2004. 

Van Arnam asked, if this 
petition is pertaining to the 
motion approved by council 
on Sept. 24th, to build a new 
administration building, 
wouldn’t the 60 day time pe¬ 
riod to dispute the motion 
already be ended as of Nov. 
24? 

The Municipal Govern¬ 
ment Act states a petition 
against a bylaw must be 
completed within 60 days of 
the creation of that bylaw. 

“In my opinion the boat 
has already sailed on this 
issue,” said Van Arnam. 

Petitioners argue they do 
not have to abide by the 60 
day rule because their peti¬ 
tion is calling for a vote on 
a new bylaw. 

They said their request is 
for a plebiscite to be con¬ 
ducted on a different ques¬ 
tion and is not related to the 
motion passed by MVC, 
Sept. 24. 


Arnie Shea, communica¬ 
tions chairman for MVTA 
said this type of reasoning 
from the county was to be 
expected. 

“The wording for the pe¬ 
tition was provided by mu¬ 
nicipal law counsellors in 
Calgary. We (MVTA) are 
aware that there is no abso¬ 
lute wording that can not be 
challenged by MVC officials 
and we anticipate they will 
attempt to defy the taxpay¬ 
ers wishes if the required 
number of signature are ob¬ 
tained,” said Shea. 

MVC Commissioner 
Harold Johnsrude said he 
would not comment on the 
wording of this petition un¬ 
til it has been filed officially 
at the county office. 

Van Arnam said if MVC 
has to follow the rules set 
out by the Municipal Gov¬ 
ernment Act, then so should 
MVTA. 

He said if this petition 
proves to be related to the 
motion passed on Sept. 24 
then it should be deemed 
invalid. 

“We have to be account¬ 
able to all the ratepayers,” 
said Van Arnam. “We are 
obligated to follow the Act.” 

Councillor Ron 

Richardson, who brought 
forward the original motion 
to build a new administra¬ 
tion building offered these 
comments to council: “I’m 
concerned a good thing has 
been turned into a bad 
thing. I think in this case, 
the right to examine is go¬ 
ing too far. People need to 
value the system we have, 
not destroy it.” 

Richardson ended the pre¬ 
pared speech by saying: 
“now I’ve said it, I’m pre¬ 
pared to hang on this.” 

Councillor Linda Burrell 
thanked Richardson for his 
statement.

Town Council passed a 
motion last Monday, at 
the Town Council meeting 
about the centennial anni¬ 
versary and what their 
expectations for it were. 
The motion moved by 
councillor Dahl stated 
that Council allocate 
$7,500 per year for the 
2004 and 2005 into a Cen¬ 
tennial Celebration re¬ 
serve account and that 
this funding be applied to¬ 
wards Centennial Cel¬ 
ebration administration, 
publicity, and promotion. 

Four recommendations 
were also approved. The 
first one being that a Cen¬ 
tennial Logo contest be 
held beginning Jan. 1, 
2004 with a deadline for 


submissions to be March 31, 
2004. 

The second was that 
Council proclaim the Sep¬ 
tember long weekend (Sept. 
3-6), to be the major celebra¬ 
tion weekend and that each 
month of the year also host 
at least one minor Centen¬ 
nial event. 

Sept. 27, 2005 will be rec¬ 
ognized as the official Cen¬ 
tennial Day. 

Lastly, Council will en¬ 
dorse the formation of a 
Centennial Celebration 
Planning Committee who 
will organize as a not for 
profit society, who will fill a 
variety of roles within this 
society to host a successful 
centennial celebration, and 
who will report to Council 


on their aims and goals, 
budget, organization, re¬ 
sponsibilities, and any 
related centennial recom¬ 
mendations. 

“People will be able to 
apply for the positions 
available in the commit¬ 
tee,” said Rhonda 
Hunter, Director of Com¬ 
munity Services. “The 
committee will work with 
the Town, and ideas will 
then start to be put to¬ 
gether.” 

The next meeting for 
the funding committee 
was held on Dec. 2 at 7 
p.m. 

“It was a great turn¬ 
out,” said Hunter. “Peo¬ 
ple seem keen and inter¬ 
ested in being involved.” 


Sundre mother seeks 
answers in son’s death

Sundre’s Bev Dunbar and 
her family are asking anyone 
with information about her 
son’s death a month ago to 
come forward. The family needs 
answers and only the public 
can help, she said. 

“We do believe there is more 
evidence out there that hasn’t 
come forward yet,” said 
Dunbar. 

More than a month has 
passed since Dunbar’s son 
Joey, 18, was run over and 
killed on the Bergthal Road 
east of Didsbury. 

RCMP still do not know why 
the deceased was lying face 
down on the roadway at the 
time of the accident. 

“I guess we’ll never exactly 
know why,” Didsbury RCMP 
Sgt. Gerry 'I'onn said Thursday. 
“Our investigation concludes 
that he is there by his own 
hand and obviously we’ll never 
know the reason why.” 


Police still have not received 
toxicology reports on the de¬ 
ceased, he said.

early on the morning of Oct. 10. 
Police were called to the acci¬ 
dent scene at 6:40 a.m. 

The deceased was seen by a 
male acquaintance at an out¬ 
door party at Hillar’s Dam, a 
rural area east of Olds, at about 


12:30 or 1 a.m. The dam is 
about 12 kilometres northeast 
of the accident scene. 

Dunbar says she doesn’t be¬ 
lieve her son would have just 
walked away from the party. 
“All I know is that I don’t be¬ 
lieve he would have walked 
away. In my heart-of-hearts I 
just don’t think he did,” she 
said. 

Asked if police have ruled out 
foul play in the death, Sgt. Tonn 
said, “For all intents and pur¬ 
poses, yes. Our investigation 
didn’t indicate that there was 
any foul play. Everything we 
have done to date indicates 
there’s no foul play.’* 

Asked if the investigation is 
concluded, Tonn said, “There’s 
always room for any other in¬ 
formation. No investigation is 
ever concluded to the point 
where we won’t listen to any 
new information if it were to 
come available.”

Alberta’s Pandemic 
Response Plan 

When it comes to preventing serious illness, having a well thought out plan is the 
best way to be prepared. With this in mind, the government of Alberta recently re¬ 
leased its plan to manage the effects of a world-wide influenza epidemic, pandemic. 
The plan includes working closely with health officials worldwide to look for evidence 
of disease, ensuring rapid distribution of vaccine when it becomes available, expand¬ 
ing the capacity of the health care system so that it can manage the surge in patients 
during the pandemic and readying emergency planning services. 

Three or four times per century, the influenza A virus undergoes a dramatic change 
that leads to a strain never seen before. Existing vaccines and immunity to other 
strains of the virus provide no protection for individuals. Three pandemics occurred 
during the last century, the Spanish Flu in 1918-19, the Asian Flu in 1957-58 and the 
Hong Kong Flu in 1968-69. During the Spanish Flu in 1919, 4000 Albertans died at a 
time when the population of the province was less than 60,000. Public health offi¬ 
cials expect another pandemic to occur in the next five to 10 years. 

Our plan aims to prevent or slow the spread of disease, minimize serious illness or 
death, and maintain essential community services. The plan also includes a public 
awareness campaign to inform Albertans of the potential effects in Alberta of an in¬ 
fluenza pandemic, what the province will do to protect public health and minimize 
disruption to daily life, and what individuals can do to protect their own health. 

The Government of Alberta has been working with Health Canada, the regional 
health authorities and municipalities to ensure the province can provide appropriate 
services during a pandemic. 

The first test of this plan actually came last spring when the World Health Organi¬ 
zation identified SARS. Health officials worldwide implemented surveillance strate¬ 
gies, shared information about the illness and how to minimize its spread. Alberta’s 
successful response to SARS was in large part due to the availability of the pandemic 
influenza plan.

This marks the date of the formation of‘The First Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Didsbury' later to become known as the 
“St. Paul’s Lutheran Church". By 1908 this congregation numbered 
65 persons and by January 1909 they had built and dedicated a 30 
foot church building at the cost of $323.35. This church and 
cemetery were located two miles South and six miles West of 
Didsbury. (The picture below is that of first Lutheran Church and 
although it has long since disappeared, the cemetery is still at that 
location). During that same year (1908) the congregation's interest in 
education resulted in the establishment of a parochial school which 
continued to operate until at least 1915. Additional Lutheran services 
began in Didsbury about that time and in 1927 St. John's Lutheran 
Church was organized. It was during the 1940's that these two 
congregations merged to form the Didsbury Redeemer Lutheran 
Church.

Bringing back the caribou 

The woodland caribou of Alberta's boreal forest successfully adapted to the 
harsh climate, the limited stocks of the slow-growing lichens that nourish them, 
and the constant threat of wolves. But by the 1980s, they were in trouble. The 
herds - never large - had declined to the point where Alberta listed them as 
a threatened species. 

Few scientists had studied the woodland caribou, but most suspected that 
increased industrial activity was affecting their numbers. Research showed that 
the long, straight roads and trails made caribou much more vulnerable to 
successful attacks by predators and hunters. 

In the last 15 years, the oil and gas industry has focused on reducing its impact 
on the land and on wildlife. Through new technology such as today's low impact 
seismic techniques, companies can explore for new petroleum reserves with 
little effect on caribou populations. 

The petroleum industry has also joined forces with forestry companies, federal 
and provincial agencies, local governments and northern communities to see 
if restoring the original caribou habitat would benefit the caribou. In coordinat¬ 
ed pilot projects, planning between industries has decreased the impact of roads 
built and routes chosen. Furthermore, support for a research project to deter¬ 
mine the best approach to replanting of old rights-of-way has led to almost 
100,000 trees being planted along rights-of-way in a single year. 

Matt Besko, the Species at Risk Biologist with Alberta Sustainable Resource 
Development, says "With industry's help, we have been able to test habitat 
restoration techniques that not only block lines of sight visually and physically, 
but more importantly restore the biophysical capability of the area. If we are 
successful in our efforts to restore seismic cutlines, that will 
represent a lot of renewed habitat for caribou. Now our 
research is turning to understanding how predators use old 
seismic lines. Industry continues to support our efforts to 
reduce industrial impacts, restore caribou habitat,

Water use - good stories outweigh the bad 

Robert Flarrison of Alberta Environment knows a thing or two about water 
use by the petroleum industry. In fact, he knows a lot about everybody's use 
of water in Alberta. That’s because he has spent the past two years with the 
province's Water for Life initiative, listening to stakeholders and gathering 
the facts on how we actually use our water. 

"When it comes to the petroleum industry," says Flarrison, "I know the good 
stories of water management outweigh the bad. The industry has made real 
progress in recent years.” 

The Canadian Association of Petroleum Producers (CAPP) agrees. CAPP, which 
represents the upstream companies responsible for most of Canada's oil and 
gas production, has been gathering industry-wide data on water usage and 
practices. In the process, it has documented that petroleum producers use 
less than five per cent of all water licensed for diversion in Alberta. 

CAPP and industry have also been sharing ideas and discovering innovative 
processes and technologies that help conserve water. At Cold Lake, for example, 
Imperial has dropped its water consumption from three cubic metres of fresh 
water per cubic metre of oil to less than half a cubic metre. And near Sylvan 
Lake, Petro-Canada's ingenuity has enabled the company to conserve water 
and protect the environment by using solar power to remove salt from 
produced water. 

Despite good news like this, Harrison is convinced that no user of water - 
whether it’s the petroleum industry, agriculture or municipal corporations - 
is telling their story well It would help if they did. Exposure to innovative 
practices can make all water users more responsible.

Since the first Cana¬ 
dian card sales in 1959, 
over 150 million cards 
have been sold in Canada.

The story of the Snyders and their adventures 


Dear family and 
friends. 

Happy belated Thanks¬ 
giving to those in the US. 
We celebrated Thanksgiv¬ 
ing with the Baptist mis¬ 
sionaries on Saturday. 
Since it is not a holiday 
here, trying to celebrate 
on Thursday makes for a 
very busy, hectic schedule 
since the Senior play also 
started that night. Tur¬ 
key is not readily avail¬ 
able here so we had 
chicken but we had many 
of the traditional “fixin’s” 
such as cranberry sauce, 
pumpkin pies, pecan pies, 
home-made buns, mashed 
potatoes and gravy and 
lots of vegetables and 
salad. 

We had some non-tra- 
ditional things like water¬ 
melon as well. Besides 
good food and eating too 
much we had a time of 
expressing thanks to God 
for the many blessings 
that we had received this 
past year. We also had a 
“send-off” for one mission 
family that will be leav¬ 
ing in just over a week. 
Pattie has been running 
the mission guest house 
and has done a great job. 
We will miss her and her 
daughters. Most of us 
stayed around the hostel 
visiting for several hours 
before going home so it 
was a very enjoyable day. 
There were enough left 
overs that all who wanted 
could take enough for 
another meal so we will 
be having chicken and 
“fixin’s” on Monday as 
well. 

After weeks of rehears¬ 
als, the Senior class 
(grade 12) present “The 
Mouse That Roared”. We 
went on Thursday night 
and really enjoyed it. 

The kids did a great 
job. It was funny and en¬ 
tertaining. It is always 
fun to see the student as¬ 
sume other characters 



and do things outside 
their normal behaviors. 
Some of the characters 
were so perfectly matched 
to the students that it 
was easy to imagine what 
they will be like when 
they get older. 

Monday and Tuesday 
last week were holidays 
for the end of Ramadan, 
the Muslim month of fast¬ 
ing. It couldn’t have come 
at a better time. We were 
all feeling tired and over¬ 
whelmed with all the 
things we had to do. So 
many of the people I 
talked to were thankful 
for the time off. It made 
the difference between 
stress and little sleep and 
getting enough done to 
feel like we were in con¬ 
trol again. 

Students caught up 
with homework and staff 
had time to get ready for 
the last few weeks of 
school. Dan was gone so 
I did things at home and 
at school that needed to 
be done but kept getting 
put off because of other 
more urgent things. I feel 
like I have things under 
control for the end of the 
semester. 

Dan, along with sev¬ 
eral other men went with 
Larry T. up to Kano to 
pack up the house of one 
of the Baptist mission 
families. The family went 
home for furlough but 
has had to stay longer for 
medical reasons and does 
not know when they will 


be coming back. 

The lease on their 
house was ending and 
without knowing when 
or if they would be re¬ 
turning the mission 
didn’t want to pay for 
another year or two of 
rent. The house had been 
empty for about 16 
months so everything 
was dusty. 

The guys left early 
Monday morning and by 
early evening on Tuesday 
they had everything 
packed and loaded on the 
trucks for transport to 
Jos where it will be stored 
in an ocean freight con¬ 
tainer until the family 
returns. There was only 
one major glitch in the 
whole process. Larry 
thought Michael had the 
keys to the truck they 
were going to use to move 
the stuff and Michael 
thought Larry had the 
keys so they arrived 
without keys. 

They had to break the 
steering wheel lock and 
hot wire the truck. Some¬ 
how the papers (owner¬ 
ship, insurance etc.) on 
the truck also got lost. It 
is never good to drive in 
Nigeria without your 
“particulars” (papers) so 
we all did a lot of praying 
that Michael would make 
it back to Jos without 
any hassles from the au¬ 
thorities. God answers 
prayer. He had no prob¬ 
lems getting back and 
was able to get duplicate 


papers in about 2 days. 

We are the “foster par¬ 
ents” of an African Grey 
parrot. We will be taking 
care of the bird, named Jo 
Bird, for the next year and 
a half while her owners 
are on a leave of absence 
from the mission. We are 
really enjoying having Jo 
Bird. 

When our bird died last 
summer we really missed 
her and have continued 
to miss having a pet 
around. Jo Bird is still 
adjusting to being at our 
house and we are adjust¬ 
ing to her. 

She talks alot and 
sometimes the noises she 
makes are hard to distin¬ 
guish from someone at 
the door. 

Twice in the last two 
days someone has come 
to the door and we 
thought it was the bird 
making noise and ig¬ 
nored them until they 
called out again. 

Soon, hopefully, we 
will learn to recognize her 
noise and speaking and 


not be so rude to our 
friends by leaving them 
standing at the door. 

The busy time of the 
year is upon us. As we 
prepare for the end of the 
first semester there are 
lots of extra activities go¬ 
ing on. There are also 
lots of special services 
and gatherings for the 
holidays. 

Please pray for the stu¬ 
dents and staff as we jug¬ 
gle many activities and 


prepare for semester ex¬ 
ams. Pray for the new 
teachers that will be com- 
ing for next semester. 
Many of them are now 
beginning the hard task 
of packing and finishing 
up what they are doing 
now. They will soon be 
saying goodbyes to fam¬ 
ily and friends - never an 
easy thing to do.

In their time, Alberta's grain 
elevators stood strong, a sym¬ 
bol of wealth and community. 
The number of elevators in one 
community was an indication of 
that areas strength in agricul¬ 
ture. 

In Carstairs the last one of 
seven still stands and continues 
to symbolize its people and their 
dedication and pride in heritage 
and agriculture. 

FORCES (Friends of Rescu¬ 
ing Carstairs Elevator Society) 
began fund-raising 18 months 
ago. They have successfully 
raised $10,000 needed to secure 
a bond on the Agricore-owned 
elevator, slated for demolition 
January, 2003. FORCES is cur¬ 
rently raising the funds needed 
to purchase the land it sits on 
from CP Rail. 

Gwen Day, FORCES chair¬ 
person, said the elevator hasn't 


been saved yet, but just about. 

“It isn’t saved yet, not until 
we sign the contract with 
Agricore but now the bond has 
been raised we should be there 
before the end of the year.” 

Day expressed her pride in the 
community that rallied around 
their last elevator and encour¬ 
ages those who didn’t think it 
could be done, to get on board. 

“I believe this is something 
all our community should look 
at, the value of it is immeasur¬ 
able,” said Day. 

Carstairs original elevator 
was built on that site in 1905. 

The last remaining elevator 
was rebuilt on that same site in 
1976. An annex built in 1949 
remains in place. 

To rebuild this elevator today, 
it would cost as much as 
$900,000, said Day. 

Since High River’s elevator 
burned to the ground earlier this 
year, Carstairs’ elevator is now 
the closest in proximity to 


Calgary. 

Currently FORCES is apply¬ 
ing to Alberta Historic Develop¬ 
ment Resources in hopes of se¬ 
curing a grant they will need for 
restoration of the building. 

It is just one of the many 
“next steps" FORCES will have 
to undertake before the elevator 
is truly safe. 

FORCES needs to raise ap¬ 
proximately $25,000 (to add to 
the more than $17,000 already 
raised) to buy the land from 
CPR. Any grant money received 
from the provincial government 
will be used to clear, clean and 
preserve the building. FORCES 
has not decided on future uses 
for the elevator. 

FORCES is considering using 
the elevator to make a tribute 
to Henry Wise Wood, a man from 
Carstairs who spent his life fight¬ 
ing for fair prices for Alberta’s 
farmers. 

Henry Wise Wood moved to 
Carstairs in 1905, the same year 


the first elevator was built there. 
He became the founding mem¬ 
ber and first president of Alberta 
Wheat Pool in 1926. 

“We want to credit his drive 
and passion to protect farmers 
and we feel it is a perfect exam¬ 
ple of how we feel about Alber¬ 
ta’s elevators,” said Day. “I can 
definitely see one or two walls 
dedicated to Henry Wise Wood's 
history in Carstairs.” 

As for plans with the rest of 
the building, the sky is the limit. 

“It is unlimited, the uses it 
could have.” 

Plans could include a coffee 
house or restaurant and tour¬ 
ist or information booth in the 
office. 

The annex could be used as 
an amphitheatre, gallery or art¬ 
ist’s studio. The main elevator 
would remain the same, pre¬ 
served as a tourist site and an 
Agriculture Education Centre. 

Being the closest grain eleva¬ 
tor to Calgary, Day foresees 


many educational tours for stu¬ 
dents of Central Alberta. 

“This is such a unique oppor¬ 
tunity for our town and county. 
There are so few elevators left. 
We have to take pride in the fact 
we still have one and make use 
of it as a tourist attraction.” 

FORCES made a presentation 
to Mountain View County Coun¬ 
cil, Nov. 26, in hopes of obtain¬ 
ing the county’s support for 
their efforts. 

“We have a rich culture 
wrapped up in this building,” 
Day told Councillors.

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Question: What causes a child to wet the bed? 
Our 5-year-old soaks his sheets nearly every night, 
and it drives me crazy. 

Dr. Dobson: There are about 7 million kids in 
the United States who wet the bed nightly. They are 
a misunderstood lot. Many of their parents believe 
their bed-wetting is deliberate and that it can be 
eliminated by punishment. 

Others think these kids are just too lazy to go to 
the bathroom. These are wrong and unfortunate no¬ 
tions. Bed-wetting is often caused by medical fac¬ 
tors such as a small bladder, physical immaturity or 
other physical conditions. 

That’s why you should begin by consulting a 
pediatrician or a urologist when bed-wetting starts. 
About 50 percent of the kids can be helped or cured 
by medication. 

For other boys or girls, the problem is emotional 
in origin. Any change in the psychological environ¬ 
ment of the home may produce midnight moisture. 
During summer camps conducted for young children, 
the directors routinely put plastic mattress covers on 
the beds of all the little visitors. 

The anxiety associated with being away from home 
apparently creates a high probability of bed-wetting 
during the first few nights, and it is particularly risky 
to be sleeping on the lower level of bunk beds! 

There is a third factor that I feel is a frequent 
cause of enuresis. During a child’s toddler years, he 
may wet the bed simply because he’s too immature 
to maintain nighttime bladder control. 

Some parents, in an effort to head off another epi¬ 
sode, begin getting these kids up at night to go to 
the potty. The youngster is still sound asleep, but he 
or she is told to “go tinkle” or whatever. 

After this conditioning has been established, the 
child who needs to urinate at night dreams of being 
told to “go.” Particularly when jostled or disturbed 
at night, the child can believe he or she is being ush¬ 
ered to the bathroom. 

I would recommend that parents of older bed 
wetters stop getting them up at night, even if the 
behavior continues for a while. 


Question: I get so angry at my kid for doing this. 
Every morning I have to strip and wash his bedding 
and pajamas. I told him last week that I would spank 
him if it happened again. Do you think that will help? 

Dr. Dobson: Most certainly not! Unless your 
child’s bed-wetting is an act of defiance occurring 
after he is awake, which I doubt, his enuresis is an 
involuntary act for which he is not responsible. 

Punishment under those circumstances is danger¬ 
ous and unfair. Your son is humiliated by waking up 
wet anyway, and the older he gets, the more foolish 
he will feel about it.

FROM THE GOVERNMENT OF CANADA 

CHANGES TO EMPLOYMENT INSURANCE 


Do your earnings vary from week to week? 

Do you work part time or have temporary work? 

Changes to Employment Insurance (El) may benefit you. 

The Government of Canada is increasing the Small Weeks threshold to $225. When 
you qualify for El and we calculate your benefit rate, we will, where possible, ignore 
weeks where your earnings fall below this level. 

This change could increase your El benefit. 

Why is the Government of Canada making this change? 

These improvements will encourage Canadians to accept workweeks of lesser pay 
without lowering their Employment Insurance benefit rate on a future claim. 

The new threshold of $225 for a regular week of work (up from $150) reflects 
increases in Canadian wages. 

This change makes El more responsive to the needs of Canadian workers. 

Some things remain the same: 

• All insurable hours will still be used for eligibility purposes, even if they 
are not used to calculate your benefit rate. 

• You must continue to report all earnings in the weeks you earn them. 

• Earnings allowed while on claim are $50 per week or 25 percent of your 
weekly benefit rate, whichever is higher. 

• Employers must continue to remit El premiums on every dollar paid and 
complete Records of Employment.
